Phere were also the standard programs on the agends. The International 
Broadcasters Forum had representatives from 7 international radio stations. 
Those attending the saturday wes oe banquet heard Claytven Howard, the former 
host of HCJB's DX Party Line. spoke of the past conventions he has att~- 
ended. The evening was topped off the presentation of the ANARC awards.

I am sorry that I could not attend this years event. I missed seeing 
all the people I met at past conventions and the WIFDA members who told me 
that they would be there. I greatly enjoy getting a chance to talk DX for 
three days straight. And this years convention probally had the most div- 
erse program of any convention of the = ed few years. 

ANARC Conventions must continue this diversity. A debate came out of 
this years convention on how future conventions should be held and who they 
should be for. One commentator, on a popular DX program on Radio Netherlands 
called the convention predictable emd not for shortwave listeners. He made 
it sound as though the convention should only be for those interested in 
Shortwave. The convention should be a travelling shspenes of all aspects of 
the hobby. No one band or interest should dominate. The convention needs 
geographic diversity so that different people can attend this showcase each 
year. ANARC must insure the conventions continue to grow. It must take a 
more active role in directing these conventions, ANARC may have to directly 
sponser the conventiom. Or there may have to be rotating sponsorship amoung 
member clubs. That clu¥sspecialty can be highlighted while keeping the 
standard programs. Or sponsorship may have to be opened up to Manufacturers, 
Radio Stations or others who are interested in the hobby, but not connesotéd 
to ANARC. Somsthing must be done so that the same people aren't the only 
ones to show up each year. The convention need not become "predictable". 

One final thought about conventions. Small specialty clubs like ours 
are able to hold a yearly convention while the large Shortwave clubs with 
large memberships that would make a yearly convention a well attended event, 
do note If they did, this would take some of the pressure off.ef the ANARC 
convention as being a gathering of Shortwave DX'ers and listeners. 

A new group is forming in Colorado called the Rocky Mountain Radio List- 
eners. According to a letter from the groups spokesman, Wayne Heinen, RMRL 
is a NON club-no dues, no rules, just friendly informal get-togethers. 

They plan to send a newsletter to keep members informed of all et-togethers. 
The club is aimed primarily at shortwave listeners and DX'ers, it would bse 
adventagous for all DX'ers within driving distance of metro Denver to contact 
this group and find out what they are all about. For more information, send 
a SASE to either Wayne Heinen, 4131 5.

New translators in the Houston area are alluded to in an 
article Pete Nolan sent (see new stations granted above), 
with an ERP of 54 watts in North Houston at 104.9, and 
startup could be this month.

[Stations are 
now free to add second cities and vary them—see Central 
City NE above under “Stereo”; but Joel raises a good 
point about AM-FM simulcasting where one station can- 
not be heard in all the cities mentioned on the ID.] 
Nick Lombardi: I found Larry Fuss’ comments in the 
September VUD interesting, especially since his own 
WSB-FM recently started emphasizing ‘98.5 on a digital 
radio’. . . Now that you have reduced your proposed SCA 
data categories to three (X, Y, Z) and explained what 
each one sunds like, I am somewhat less hostile to your 
‘breakdown’ plan. Frequency shift (machine gun) data 
has a quite disctinctive sound, as does telemetry. With a 
little practice, most avid SCA buffs should be able to rec- 
ognize the various types. John M. Sulak sent an article,

I just joined WIFDA in July and really like it! I haven't been DXing long; I started 
in June '83 when I picked up my portable and found the local stations being overlapped 
by Colorado FM's. Not having an outside antenna at the time, this was probably the 
strongest skip signals I've witnessed. The July 2, 1985 opening to No. and So. Dakota 
was similiar, but with the outside antenna and amp in use. I had received skip before 
1983 though, two Canadian stations in Dec. 1980 and in June 1981 openings from all 
directions, RI, MN, NY, then to KS, CO, ND, SD, TX and one MO station, 103.3 KMOX. 
Also my most distant catch was on 6/12-81, 94.9 KUOW, Seattle, WA. Back then I kept ay 
log by putting check marks and dates in the McIntosh catalog that included the FM 
directory. In March 1983 I bought a JC Penney portable "Jam Box" and was surprised by 
the selectivity it had. I've been using it ever since. I put up an Archer 6-element in 
Sept. '83 and started using an Archer 18 db amp. That made the JC penney DX ready. But 
I'm looking forward to someday owning the Accuphase T-106 or Carver TX-11. 


My report starts with the first Es this season. It's been pretty good compared to 
last year's flop. Many unID French stations on June 7th and 14th that's not included in 
the report The E-skip seems to have left as of July 29th. The tropo on Aug. 21 and 22 
may have been caused by the remains of Hurricane Danny. Elena hasn't generated any 
results. Arkansas stations were giving very strong signals at the time I noticed the 
opening at 1715. With antenna turned east KHLT was over WQXI Atlanta. After the fade- 
out at 2000 the same Arkansas stations logged earlier were back in. I took the last 
log at 1053 8-22 on 91.3 because there wasn't any new stations left. The overall opening 
didn’t fade until 1530 Aug. 22. Well, now to wait for some more trops, E-skip is gone. 
Trops havn't happened very often here. 73's. [Ed. note: Welcome to WIFDA and Southern 
FM DX, Keith. I'm glad to know that you have aspirations for a better receiver. I think 
too many of the newer DXers have insisted upon using cheap equipment and with little 
wonder, soon forget the hobby.

opening to Minnesota 1030 to 1330 on June 8th. Many high

Just thought I'd waste a few lines of VUD space to tell 
all concerned a bit about myself by way of introduction. I am 27 years old, originally 
from New Jersey, and have lived in Florida since I was 12, except for a trief sojourn in 
Qhio during my college days (daze?). I have been active on and off in TV-DX for most of ay 
time in Florida. My interest in TV-DX was initially stimulated by two things: (1) Glenn 
Hauser's article on TV-DX which appeared in TV Guide in the late 60's and (2) seeing KQTV- 
2 ty E-skip one summer while in Vermont, The dramatic impact of seeing this TV signal from 
1000 miles away got me hooked. I have a degree in Radio-Television (which I have never 
used) and am currently employed by an inventory service. Enough about me, on to reports!

"This is my first attempt at TV DXing, so here goes...In January I bought myself a Regency 
HX-1000 scanner and soon found the joys of B-skip to Missouri, Florida, Tenn., etc. Unfor- 
tunately it took me until June when Tom Yingling and I talked about a super day of Bs 
(June 23rd) and how he was getting great reception into Wisconsin. Finally something up- 
stairs clicked and I realised that if Es are up past 45 mHz...then the MUF might just be 
up near Ch. 2 or higher! 


Next time I was picking up good Es on the scanner I decided to hook up the CM3617 to a 
cruddy little B&W TV and guess what--WBEM Ch. 2 was coming in clear as day! I couldn't 
believe it! Since then I've seen approximately 29 stations via E-skip and have since 
"switched" the scanner to a TV-DX early warning system with freqs like 42,.06--Missourl 
State Police, 39.46--all of IL, and 45,62--Pasco City FL as the best... 


However, I haven't seen ANY Es in almost 3 weeks (nor I--jfc)...So what does a DX-hungry 
DXer do? He fixes the AC/DC TV he screwed up last year and heads for the hills to try 
another frontier he has yet to attempt: UHF tropo. I went up Wawecus Hill Rd. and found 
good reception...about i# miles west of my house and appx. 700 feet above average terrain,

roof (4 floors high)--I was refused last year. 


That's about all from here. I might try a hill by the Montville CT TV (Cable) towers... 
it's very high and about 2 miles from the ocean! let's go humidity! And fog! Great DXing
